ORIGINALLY A TEST CASE. 

The Buck company’s prosecution of 
the officials of the federation began 
August, 1907. The original action was 
a test case, wherein it was sought to 
enjoin the labor unions from using 
the “unfair” and “we don’t patronize” 
lists in their fight againat firms and 
individuals. 

Justice Gould of the District Su- 
preme Court issued an injunction, 
which later was made permanent, for- 
bidding the publication of the com- 
| pany’s name in these lists. 
|. Gompers, in an editorial in the Fed- 
erationist of January iast, made 
known his intention not to obey the 
court's order, contending that the In- 
junction issued was in derogation of 
the rights of labor, and an abuse of 
the injunctive power of the courts. 
‘Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison 
subsequently were cited for contempt 
and this phase of the case has been 
before the court for many months, 
the proceedings taking the form of a 
hearing of testimony before an exam- 
iner and many arguments.

Judge Wright recited the conditions 
anteceding the injunction, and referred
